REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 1 1 are allowable because the Prior Art of record fails to show or render obvious 
during said first mode, filtering said clock input using a phase lock loop operating at a first 
(fast) time constant; and when switching from said second mode to said first mode, filtering 
said clock input using said phase lock loop operating at a second time constant, said second 
time constant being shorter than said first time constant in combinations set forth in the 
respective claims.
